Tho vital statist, log returns for woek oniiug the 23rd, 
October, 194 -i for towng with a population of 30,00) and 
over have been received in respect of only 181 towns (146 
towns out of 182 in India and 18 towns out of 30 in Indian 
States). The estimated mid-year population of these 161 
towns is 21,798,821. The birthg and deaths reoorded in these 
towns numbered 17,357 and 8,940 representing birth and 
death rates of 41-4 and 21 3 per thousand of the popula. 
tion respectively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths rooorded in towns in 
India were 18,173 and 8,394 giving birth and death rates 
of 42-2 and 21-9 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The fivo towns of Mathura, Khurja, Jhansi, Hardwar Union, 
Banaras in U. P., and Pandharpur town in Bombay Provinoe 
recorded high death rates of 81 6, 78-6, 00 3, 50-1, 509 
ami 58 9 per thousand of the population respectively. The 
high death late was mainly due to deaths from respiratory 


diseases and fevers in Mathura and Pandharpur, to cholera 
in Khurja and to feverg in Jhansi, Hardwar Union and 
Banaras. * 

There wore 86 deaths from cholera and 3 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plagne during the week 
under review. The distribution of oholora deaths was as 
follows : — Oaloutta 31 ; Madras 18 ; Khurja 15 ; Howrah 9 : 
Bhatpara and Malegaon 3 each ; Vellore 2 ; Garden Reach ; 
Baranagar; Titagarh; Berhampnr (in west Bengal) and Akola 
one eaoh. Two deaths from a mallpox wero reoorded in 
Bezwada and one in Bombay. 

(B) Indian States . — Tho births and deaths reoorded in 
towns of Indian States wore 1,184 and 654 representing birth 
and death rates of 32 '9 and 15*4 per thousand of the popu- 
lation respectively. No town reoorded high death rate ot 50 
or over per thousand of the population. There was no death 
from cholera , smallpox and plague during the week under 
review.
